D. L. nitehie, dean of United College 
and former principal of the Congre- 
gational College, described tho de|i.

inlnd. and Intuitive penetration made 
him a figure of distinction, a mind not 
cast in an ordinary mould. Tlice 
iiualltles. whifli made lilni appoar lo 
.some as a lonely num. g.ive iiim tiic 
iviinik-inlon.-iiip of the iiiy.Mii; tlioiipht, 
and the higher im.isinnllon which off- 
.■■et what might have appeared to be 
ionclluess. Dr. Rilclilc said in .■ffo.l. 
Ho referred to White's love for art. 
Illoiatiiro, and niii.-lc ,ind iiis qnesl 
for tlie liighcil culture, to fit himself 
to the fa.'^k he- was to have taken up 
after ordination tlil.s coming April. 
Dr. Smyth presided at thi.s service. 

.\t an informal iiiomorinl .sorvlcc, 
Wednesday night, Dr. S. P. Ui).>;e des- 
cribed Wliito as a natural Christian 
mystic, with a life like aiî unfinished 
.symphony, but one wliose effect would 
remain on those ho left behind. "Don" 
.\IaeVlcar, at Ihl.s service, paid tribute 
oil iM'lialf of tho .stiuleiil body. Dr. 
Sniytli conducted the Service, and D». 
Welsh offered prayer. At both iiervice.<- 
"Vic" Rose, a classmate of tho deceas- 
ed', conducted the musical devotion. 

After the funeral, a number of 
former Cojtgreg.n.tlonal .sludenl-s ac- 
companied by HOmc other.s, attended 
the fin:)! pervlcc at tho Mount Royal 
cmetery. 

.Meo Whltf, who was thirty years 
old, was horn at rîasingsloke, Eng- 
land, and after gr.aduating from 
Soulhanip!on...u.n.i V e r« i t y college, 
Hampshire, and distinguishing hlm- 
.srlf In engl-icering work, decided to 
take up the ministry, with a view to 
serving humanity in Wc.stcrn Canada. 
He 'caiTie oik Fix years ago lo the 
Congregational rollegc. and had been 
:;tudylns McGIll ever since.

Tho mcetintr 'ist nithl was th-! 
mo.st siiccc.-'sf ijl iield this year. Tho 
first item on the program was <i 
Bkit cntlllod "A flight Misunderstand- 
ing." This was .staged by three m*ni- 
iK'rs of the Ccrclo, Desbarats, JoUat 
:ind King,, the first and l.n.st-named 
taking women's parts, lîcshjirats' 
part w.rs exceedingly exacting, but 
the howls of delight from the as.sejii- 
bkd meniber.s t.>stifiod to their a.p- 
preciatlon of his cfforls. He w,is 
called upon to play the part of a 
lady who completely misunderstood 
the mission of a photographer, who 
llkowtise had ml.st.iki'n the .Tddress of 
tlio house he w.as to call at. The en- 
suing perplexities provided the In- 
terest ot the ploy. At the close of this 
part of the cntertalnincn\ It was de- 
cided not to put I lie play on at the 
joint meeting on the 19th. 

Tho subject for the debate which 
followed was "Resolved that th"; 
joint meetings with the Sociote Fran- 
çaise ought to bo abolished." The af- 
firmative was upheld by Jim KIpt 
and the negative by Fred Urqiihart. 
The meeting was then thrown open 
for difrciissioni' after which a vote 
was taken and tho victory accorde 1 
to tho King faction which had de- 
fended the resolution. 

Jim Kiiic, oprninc; tlic dfliaf, .state 1 
tlint he tiiough these meetings ougiit 
to Ijo discontinued bccau.se there is a 
tendency on the part of members ot 
the Cercle to attend too few of tho 
regular meellnss. lie also stated ilitit 
the meetings wltli» the Socictc de- 
veloped into mere .social functions, 
where little or no attempt was mado 
by tho members ot cither society to 
hîarn any French, .apart from ili: 
items ot cntorlainmenl provided. Hi.s 
third point wa,s tliat tho prosont 
small membership of tho Cercle was 
duo to the fact tliat n $l.on inomber- 
.ship fc<; was iniposod. This, he sail, 
went entirely to pay for ilic rofre.sh- 
ments .served at the joint meeting in 
the Union. If theso Joint meetings 
were dispensed with, tho meml>ership 
and llien~ v.'oiild oe a large' 
fee could also be dispenaed with, 
In consequence , be a much larger 
membership In tho Cercle, whlcii 
would then be able lo carry on what 
was after all its chief functions— lo 
cnabio moro people lo learn to speak 
French. 

Fred Urquliart, spooUInj; for tlie 
negative, contested King's allegation 
that no French was spoken at the 
Joint moctings. Ho attributed Klns'.s 
non-success In making tho girls speak 
French to his own backwardness and 
lack of resolution. He held that tiie 
joint meetings are the Ccrclc's chief

Discuss Germany of Today 

Miss .loan .Marsters will read :i pa- 
per on "Social and Political Germany 
of Today." at tho noxt meeting ot tho 
L'^a---iio of Nations Club to be held on 
.'^•.itolay, .Marcii 10, at 7.30 in tho even- 
inii. in tiio S.C.A. room ot'Strathcona 
Hall. 

Gc'iiiianv has dovi';op,.'.I greatly 
since the Treaty of Versailles and has 
with astounding rapidity ■ recovered 
from tho period of after misery ot tho 
Great War. Germany is back on tho 
world markets today and although her 
proportion In tho world's trade has 
not yet rc-a.-tsf.l ;;s pre-war status, 
Germ in iii.imifac ;ure.s ,-ire proving to 
bo heavy competition for both Brit- 
ish and American goods. Especially Is 
Gc.-niany concentrating on acquiring 
th*» vast Ru!.«i.iii market. 

If. liowev.-r, by regaining h«r fo- 
reign maikoif, iJcrmany is merely re- 
tracing an old path, she Is treading a 
new ono politically. Not only has her 
foreign policy become moro concili- 
atory than was that of tho Kaiser, 
but the policy of her home office has 
been .altogether recast. The old mili- 
tarism has ceded to a new age. The 
Gorman citizens enjoy political rights 
such a.s rcsponsiblo government, un- 
known of prior to 1918. Tho Reichstag 
v. as given tho real power which for- 
merly rcsa'd with tho Kaiser and the 
Rundesrath representing tho landed 
ciasse.-i and the property holdors. So- 
cial differences have been minimized, 
by tho revolution of 191S, the last tra- 
ces of feudalism which survived in 
Germany ' longer than anywbfro else, 
v.'cro wiped out.

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A TIME FOR WORK 

This is an old college .sermon. Trol'cssor.s 
ii.nrp on it and editors of college dailies harp on 
it. But now i.s the time to sound up the harp 
again :tii<l lliis tinic; in oaniosl. 

.Seven weok.s may sound like a long lime, 
but it will .surpri.se m&ny when they wake up 
and find the time flown on wing.s of silence. 
.Much can be accompli.shed in .seven weeks. The 
man or woman who says that he or .she has not 
looked at I'rof. So-and-so's conr.«c and is 
bound to flunk it, will do well to put in a con- 
centrated bit of grinding and redeem that 
cour.sc. It'.s never too late. 

■ This year McGill has played well Wc have 
had a bumjicr year as regards our dances — the 
Alma Mater committee may not think so. Our 
theatrical successes have been many and divers. 
The Players' Club has i)roved tiieir worth and 
the Operatic and Choral Society has done well 
arti.=tically. The Revue has promise. Never has 
^kGill been so flush, has .showed such a clean 
])air of heels, and danced as she has this year. 
No to i)ay îiio fiddler. The fiddler can only be 
paid in kind which means by the sweat of the 
brow — seven weeks of it. 
— Again McGill has taken a step forward. 
Our academic standard .^hows all .signs of hav- 
ing advanced. This is no mere optimistic utter- 
ance, it is a .statement made in all sincerely. 
Our pass inai k .has been raised to ôQ'^/r, and we 
are going lo make that and more, and some of 
the Faculty are in for a hearty surprise 

A note on how to study might not be out 
of place at this ]X)int. Most students have one- 
track minds. They may not realise it, but it is 
true nevertheless. For those that know they 
have one-track minds, we might suggest that 
in view of the approaching examinations the 
sooner they get their minds oh the right track 
and stay there the betlter. Their best work can 
be accomplished now, for a one-track mind is 
an asset at most times. Once it is in the right 
rut it is- easier to keep it there. All that is need- 
ed is the wil1-ix)wer. You've got to have that 
yourself. If you have a little train it up, pamper 
it, give it a swelled head,, and cajole it into do- 
ing someiliing for you. 

'i'lio.=e who do not know they have only a 
one-track mind should be showed that they 
have. The best way to do this it to get them 
to aiiuly.se themselves. If they are .squander- 
ing their abilities in a hundred ways and say 
that college is demoralising and cannot teach 
them anything, they have a one-track mind and 
do not apjjieciate it. "Appreciate" is what we 
ènn. It is a powerful asset, just as this much 
éç-rated narrow-mirfdodnesf:. There are 
nfes" when both can do much good if only bent 
the right way. Now is the time to bend the 
twig. 

i]ut don't forgel the seven weeks part of 
this pious sermon. That allows a little more 
than one whole v.-oek to devote to each partic- 
ular course lor the majority of students. A 
week is a lot of time viewed in the light of the 
fleeting moment. Viewed as part of a lifetime 
which to most is an eternity, one week will 
never be missed. One week devoted to the wliole- 
•=ale <»r ail English «laughter of the Greek authors 
iir to the del>auching of an English course will 
aniidy ix-pay tiie jjerpetrator in the present as 
so much time profitably killed (Do not most of 
u.s seek to kill time'/) and in the future when 
looking back on "the good old days at college 
when college was not what it is now, when we 
woi'ked one week and knocked an e.xam for a 
loop and felt tliat Krushen feeling when it was 

over. And when the vesults came out "

College instructors, and have perhaps studied J-jiglish and 
Arithmetic in one of the sunitncr classes. For c.ich snniiucr; 
M)n)c si.Nty or seventy timlii ^radnalcs antj ailualc nf Can- 
adian and American Universities have In'm jtoinR out as 
laborer-teachers to mining camps and railway sangs all over 
Canada, from New Urnnswick to British Columbia— laking 
their University learning with them, and trying to share it 
with the men who work there. 

This Frontier College work was founded niiicially in 
1900, but it goes track some years licforc to the early work 
of Mr. Alfred Fitfp.ttrick who is now the Principal of the 
College. He began as a preacher in the backwooils, but foimd 
that he could not get near cnonRh to the men. as Ioiir .is lie 
remained apart from them. He talked, and they .did llio 
woik. Why not work with them, and teach too? So began 
Ills adventure'. 

He says himself: "Discardlne my clerical Rarb, I bcnan 
to live .iml work with these men. 1 bad dcciiled ili.ti whnt 
the workers needed was not so much advice, expressed 
from a digm'fied pedestal, but sympathy and friendship 
from a man engaged in similar tasks." 

Aiiiitlur man who did nnich work was Mr. I'.dwin 
Hradwin. He can tcU many stories of the days when the 
Canadian Northern and the National Transcontinental were 
being bnilt through the North. In the seven years from 1907 
!o 101 1 lie tr,impcd from ramp to camp, building log houses 
lor instructors, and clearing stumps away. So that tents 
could be set up tor school rooms. 

A ThouMnd Teachers 

Out of ilic work of these two men in particular, has 
grown the Frontier College, and in the last twenty-five 
years it has sent out over a thousand college men tn spend 
tlie summer, working and teaching in the camps. The motto 
on the College cmblcnt-is "Vita sine litteris mors est". 

In 1925, it made a further advance, by being granted a 
charter to conicr degrees in Arts— and so it now carries on 
a cour.'.c of University subjects for people in isolated parts 
of Canada, as well as tlic summer work in the camps, 
"'it is exacted that several McGill men will go out this 
iiimnier as laborer-teachers. There have not been very many 
iiom .McGill in other years; quite a numlKr iiavc come from 
Toronto. It means a summer of very hartl work with not 
very much pay. The instri^tor works with his gang as a 
regular employee, and gets to know his men. He is expect- 
ed to teach in tlic evening whatever the men want to learn. 
In most of the camps there arc about fifty percent foreign- 
ers, so most of the lijiic will be spent teaching F.nglish to 
New Canadians. In this way, a great many Scandinavians, 
Germans and Slavs get exactly what they arc needing most 
in this new country— a knowledge of the language. 

There arc innumerable benefits, however, for any stu- 
dent who will dare to spend a summer in the work. Fresh 
from College work* one is suddenly plunged into a world 
that is vividly real. "T^c real world is more unknown than 
wc like to think." writes Bertrand Russell, and one finds 
that this is all true. 

Personal Experiences

Gang in Northern Ontario. The thing that impressed me 
most was the barren loveless life tliat tiiosc men lived, in 
filthy, ramshackle freight cars— with practically nothing to 
read until the Frontier College brought them books and 
miigazincs. There was not very much friendship there, and 
much suspicion and mistrust. Men came and went from the 
Gang with scarcely a word of greeting to anyone. They 
were starved intellectually and emotionally and got their 
only "kick out of life" from a wild orgy in Sudbury or 
North Bay several times a year. 

\e{ there are many other things to remember, abput 
the friends one was able lo make. There were two young 
Svycdish sailors who had had a very hard time of it since 
coming to this country, and were convinced that Ihey were 
not wanted in Canada. There was Nikko', the young Finn, 
and then there was Nick, the Jugo-Slavian who had 
"hummed" his way across Canada from the Coast in ten 
days' time. Nick was a fine fellow who had travelled nnich, 
and took life very gracefully wherever lie happened to be. 
He had educated himself. There was the gnarled old Pole,, 
who told mc stories of the fighting aroumi Port Arthur 
during the Russo-Japanese War. There were others. 

Have Same Interests 

One remembers too, some of the things wc talked about, 
because it is a surprise to find these men interested in the 
same things that educated people arc interested in— without 
the long names attached. We talked of Politics, and Flowers, 
and the movements of the stars, the inventions of modern 
science, evolution and many other things— religion and 
morals, 'too. It seemed sometimes as if wc had gathered 
into our battered cars at night, all the experience of the 
world. Stories of the war, told by men who liad fought on 
both sides, were common— nearly always with the final 
statement. "War, no good", stories of South America, stories 
of Russia and Poland, 

This is all part of a summers life in the Frontier Col- 
lege, and it proves to be College in two senses, for the men, 
and for the instructors.

Tho speaker en- 
larged on jazz plano-playinç, and art 
in itself, and Illustrated his remarks 
by playing .•.elections on tho pluiiu 
and on .a plionosraph. wiiilc he point- 
ed out technical peculiarities. 

Mentlojilng Jazr. orche.'tra':. the 
speaker showed that the'nicthod of or- 
chestration was entirely changed 
from that of other orchestras. "Tho 
sutposs of popular music depends on 
it.s -orchestral arransemont." Tho de- 
velopment of theatrc-orsans is a re- 
.«uU of Jazz, The.'u wonderful instru- 
ments icauiro a knowlodse of teclini- 
cal skill and coloring and produce 
music which is not oi>cn to criticism. 

Eminent composers such a= Hich- 
ard Strauss, John Carpenter, and 
Cîoorgc Gcrshniann havo used this 
modern typo of music in their compo- 
sitions, and havo illustrated the beau- 
ty of jazz when developed In its liigh- 
est sense. Th» "Rhapsody In Blue" 
by Gorshmann is the best example of 
American Jazz.

Tho Banjo aolor played by 
Palmer Savage deserves special com- 
ment. 

The band looked well, but moro than 
a smart uniform is necessary before 
any such organization is In a position 
to tackle such selections as Balto's 
"Bohemian Girl," or Laudcndeau's 
"Highlanders' Patrol." Tho former 
needs sound solo worlc and that es- 
sential of all sood band music, unity, 
whilst tho latter requires a precision 
that the McGill Band docs not yet 
possets.
